Applicants noted that there appears to be no ground stated in the office action for rejecting 
claim 27. Additionally, applicants argued that at least the following features were not taught in 
the prior art: (1) the queue-per-media feature; (2) the monotonically-increasing sequence 
feature (i.e., two distinct increasing sequences with respect to offset into a medium); (3) the 
concurrent retrieval feature; and (4) the timestamp feature (i.e., considering the age of a queue 
as one factor in deciding which queue to activate.). 
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
